Claim 2 (currently amended): The bicycle rack of claim 6 wherein said bracket 
is a hollow sleev e wlxich is alidingly fi t ted o nto tlie eloiigatc supp o rt fi - aine . 

Claim 3 (cwently amended): The bicycle rack of claim 2 wherein said hollow 
sleeve is rectangularly shape d and Alidingly fitted onto an el o ngate reetangulaily ^haped 
s upport fl ' aine .

Claim 5 (previously amended): The bicycle rack of claim 6 wherein said lower 
brace member includes a pair of spaced-^art arms terminating in a downwardly extending 
generally U-shaped lip including a closed end adapted to abut the bicycle support surface and 
being ad^ted such that a bicycle wheel can be rolled over said closed end of said lip and 
between said arms. 

Claim 6 (currently amended): A bicycle rack adapted to be fitted on an 
elongate support frame for holding a bicycle by its wheel in an upright position on a bicycle 
support sur&ce, the rack comprising: 

a bracket ad^ted to be fitted on tiie elongate support fi^me; 

a brace including a lower brace member coupled to and extending outwardly 
finom said bracket and an upper brace member coupled to and extending upwardly from said 
bracket^ 

said, upper brace member defining an opening for receiving a first portion of 
the bicycle wheel: 

said lower brace member defi ning an opening for receiving a second portion of 
the bicycle wheel: 
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said brace being adapted such that the wheel of the bicycle can be rolled along 
the bicycle support surface so that said first and said second portions of said bicvcle Wheel ate 
received in dit e ctly in to said upper and said lower brace mcmbu - m embers f or holding the 
bicycle in an upright position on the bicycle support surface; and 

wherein said bracket includes a top face and inn^ and outer &ce$, said upper 
brace member being coupled to and extending generally upwardly &om the outer face of said 
bracket. 

Claim 7 (currently amended): The bicycle rack of claim 6 wherein said upper 
brace member includes a pair of spaced-apart arm s, the bi&ycl e wh ee l being received betw e en 
said anm . 

Claim 8 (original): The bicycle rack of claim 7 wherein said upper brace 
member includes a proximal portion where said arms are bent inwardly at an acute angle 
relative to said bracket and a distal portion unitary with said proximal portion where said aims 
are bent outwardly at an obtuse angle relative to said proximal portion. 

Claim 9 deviously amended): A bicycle rack adapted to be fitted on an 
elongate support frame for holding a bicycle by its wheel in an i^ght position on a bicycle 
support surface, the rack comprising: 

a bracket adapted to be fitted on the elongate support frame; 

a brace including a lower brace member coupled to and extending outwardly 
from said bracket and terminating in a lip, and an upper brace member coupled to and 
extending iq>wardly fiom said bracket, said brace being adapted such that the wheel of the 
bicycle can be rolled along the bicycle support surface directly into said lower brace member 
for holding the bicycle in an uprigjit position on the bicycle support surface; and 

wherein said upper brace member includes a pair of spaced-apart arms coupled 
to and extending generally upwardly from said bracket, said upper brace member including a 
proximal portion where said arms are bent inwardly at an acute angle relative to said support 
frame and a distal portion unitary with said proximal portion where said aims are bent 
downwardly at an acute angle relative to said proximal portion, said arms terminating in a 
gOTcrally U-sh^ed lip which abuts the lip of said lower brace member, the bicycle wheel 
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being rolled through the lips of said upper and lower brace members and between said arms of 
said upper brace member. 

Claim 1 0 (currently amended): The bicycle rack of claim 6 further comprising 
a festener extending through said bracket and into the support frame^ ferreleasably securing 
said bicycle rack to the support frame.

Claim 14(previouslypresented): A rack for holding a bicycle by its front or 
back wheel in an upright position on a floor and adapted to be fitted on an elongate support 
frame seated on the floor, the rack comprising: 

a hollow sleeve adapted to be fitted on the elongate support frame seated on the 
floor, said sleeve including a top face and an outer face; 

a lower brace including a pair of spaced-apart aims including proximal rads 
coupled to and extending generally outwardly from said sleeve in spaced relation to the floor 
and terminating in a downwardly extending lip including a closed end ad^ted to abut the 
floor, the lower brace being rotatable along a horizontal plane relative to the bracket; and 

an upper brace including a pair of spaced-apart amis in alignment with the pair 
of arais respectively of said lower brace, said aims of said upper brace including proximal 
ends coupled to the outer fiace of said sleeve and extending generally upwardly fcom said 
sleeve and terminating in a closed end 

such that the front or back wheel of the bicycle can be rolled along the floor 
directly through said lip of said lower brace and received between said aims of said low^ 
brace and said upper brace respectively for holding the bicycle in an upright position relative 
to the floor. 

Claim 1 5 (original): The rack of claim 14 wherein said upper brace includes a 
proximal portion where said arms extend inwardly at an acute angle relative to said sleeve and 
a unitary distal portion where said aims of said upper brace extend outwardly at an obtuse 
angle relative to said proximal portion. 
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Claim 16 (cuirently amended): The rack of claim 14 wherein said sleeve is 
rectangularly shape d and ia fi tt ed ai - ound a rec t angulai-ly aliaped supp o rt frame . 

Claim 17 (previously amended): The rack of claim 6 wherein the lower bmce 
member is rotatable along a horizontal plane relative to the bracket. 

Claim 18 (new): The bicycle rack of claim 6 wherein: 

the bicycle wheel has a center, and 

said upper brace member comprises a first part extending toward the center of 
the bicycle wheel and a second part extending away from the center of the bicycle wheel, with 
the first and the second parts cooperating to define an opening for receiving the first portion of 
the bicycle wheel. 
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
